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1. (Currently Amended) A swinging display mounting structure comprising: 
a display^ said display having a display screen on a fmni side thereof: 

a housing, said housing having rt reo e ivi =ng-aii,open chambe r for receiving said displavT -:

a joint coupled between said housing and said display^ to support said display in said 
receiving open chamber ^f-ei^Mi^ig-iuj^^jgi:^^ display to be turned about an axis passing 
through said joint and set in one of a series of angular, position s. Including a hidden position, in 
which said display screen taccg said open chamber and the hack of said display is substantially 
parallel with the front of the housinu . 

2. (Currently Amended) The swinging display mounting structure as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein said joint comprises two barrels fixedly ancLsynimetrically provided at two opposite 
sides inside said receiving open chamber, and two pivot pins respectively provided at two 
opposite lateral sides of said display and respectively pivoted to said barrels. 

3. (Currently Amended) The swinging display mounting structure as claimed in claim 2, 
wherein said barrels each have at least one stop portion projecting from an inside wall thereof; 
and s aid pivot pins each have at least one protruded locating portion for stopping against the at 
least one stop portion of the respective barrel to hold said display in said receiving open cliamber 
in one angular position. 
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4. (Original) The swinging display mounting structure as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
said housing comprises a plurality of buttons respectively electrically connected to said di$play 
for controlling the operation of said display. 

5. (Original) The swinging display mounting structure as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
said housing is installed in the headrest of a chair inside a motor vehicle. 

6. (Original) The swinging display mounting structiux) as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
said housing is installed in tlie instrument panel of a motor vehicle. 

7. (Currently Amended) The swinging display moimting structure as claimed in claim 1, 
further c^Hgyftses -comorisinc d rive means adapted to rotate said pivot pins and said display 
relative to said barrels, and transmission means coupled between said drive means and said pivot 
pins. 

8. (Original) The swinging display mounting structure as claimed in claim 7, wherein 
said drive means is a reversible motor. 

9. (Original) The swinging display mounting structure as claimed in claim 7, wherein 
said transmission means is a belt transmission mechanism. 
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10. (Original) The swinging display mounting structure as claimed in claim 1» further 
comprising a channel bar fixedly horizontally mounted in a bottom side of said housing, said 
channel bar having a plurality of mounting holes aligned in a line, two slotted sliding blocks 
slidably inserted into said channel bat« said slotted sliding blocks each having a vertically 
downwardly extended mounting rod for mounting, and two screw bolts respectively inserted 
through said slotted sliding blocks and selectively fastened to the mounting holes of said channel 
bar to affix said sliding blocks to said cliannel bar. 

IK (Original) The swinging display mounting structure as claimed in claim 10, fbrther 
comprising soft cover means fixedly fastened to said bousing outside said receiving open 
chamber for use as a headrest. 
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
